« Rev. Adams, chairman of Mayor 
Murphy’s committee on unemploy­ 
ment in Detroit, declared that "in 
this great crisis, world-wide and 
menacing, nothing can save us but I 
religion.” 
Powerful Weapon. 
“The only power capable of saving 


civilization and perpetuating the in­ 
stitutions upon which any decent 
human order of things may stand 
is a spiritual power,” he said. “That 
Power, however you may define or 
describe it is religion. 
“It must be world-wide in scope. 
It must recognize the smallness of 
the world as it exists today.” 
Rev. Adams declared that during 
the past four years the world has 
witnessed an almost unpaçalleled 
breaking up of religious alignments- 
He said that the church as an insti­ 
tution, an organized religion as rep­ 
resented by the church, have been 
subjected to attacks ranging from 
kindly criticisms of devotees to ‘‘sav­ 
age onslaughts of avowed and out­ 
spoken foes.”

American policy of maintaining two 
separate air forces, one each for the 
army and navy, has provided thn 
a, nation ranking fourth as a world air 
power, first place in the world of 
naval aviation. 
American naval fleets could steam 
over the high seas in case of an 
emergency today equipped with a 
flying auxiliary superior to any in 
the world, according to figures com­ 
piled here, published and endorsed 
as authentic by arrhy air corps offi­ 
cials.''.

As a world power in aviation the 
United States ranks after Prance, 
G reat Britain and Italy. 
But this 
eountty is far and away ahead of 
the rest of the world in naval avia­ 
tion.

, Naval officers attributed the strik­ 
ing superiority directly to the policy 
hi separate land and sea air forces. 
Army circles have long sought es­ 
tablishment of a single, separate 
aviation arm of defense independent 
of the army or navy, pleading crowd­ 
ed ranks and slow advancement un­ 
der the present system. 
A total of 776 fighting planes are 
today available for service with the 
American navy, according 
to the 
newly published 
figures. 
France, 
w hose combined air force rivals that 
of all Europe, could put but 515 
planes into the air with her navy 
on short notice. 
Little Japan, with an air force 
ranking last as a world aerial pow­ 
er, and the only nation with an 
army-navy aviation policy similar to 
th at of the United States, attained 
third place in naval aviation.

alone, Japan ranks second to the 
United States. 
j Routine tactical duty in the navy 
makes use of 426 American fighting 
planes. The Japanese organized air 
navy totals 254 planes. Italy ranks 
third, with 238 planes regulariy a t­ 
tached to her navy, G reat Britain 
fourth with 238, France fifth with 
193, and Russia, rapidly increasing 
as a world air power, last with but 
140 airplanes attached to her naval

elected to put most of their faith 
in pursuit planes attached to the 
navy, but America and France have 
gone in pretty strong for heavy' 
bombers. Great Britain, on the oth­ 
er hand, has a number of light 
bombers attached to her sea fighting 
units, but has not a single so-called 
heavy-bomber. 
The United States has 64 heavy 
bombers, capable of dropping tons 
of high explosives on enemy war­ 
ships. attached to the navy. France 
lias followed suit in this policy, and 
with a naval air force ranking fifth 
has elected to attach 84 heavy bomb­ 
ers to its fighting ships. 
Great Britain’s navy bombing unit 
consists entirely of light bombers, 
36 in number.

NEW YORK, Oct. 23.—Engineers 
trained in technical colleges earn 
approximately $500 more per year 
than men with inferior training be­ 
tween the ages of .twenty-five and 
thirty-five, according to a report 
a survey of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers. 
Men with the engineering B. S. 
degree continue to hold this load 
over sub-collegiate and none-tech- 
nical men even in the later age 
groups, the report declares. 
“After fifty-five” the report con­ 
tinued. “men with graduate train­ 
ing earn less than men with stand­ 
ard engineering 
school 
training, 
possibly due to the fact that they 
tend to stay in strictly research po­ 
sitions and do not become execu­ 
tives. 
, “Apart from teaching and rail­ 
roads.” the report asserts, “it makes 
Relatively little difference what in 
dustry a man goes into. 
If, how 
ever, he cannot combine with his 
technical skill a generous capacity 
to deal with and manage men afid 
affairs, either as a manager of some 
branch of work in an industrial or­ 
ganization or as man managing his 
own business as a consultant, his 
chances of earning a high salary 
are reduced.” 
“After fifty-five we have ade­ 
quate figures on only five indus­ 
tries. 
Consulting and 
machinery 
manufacturing 
give 
the 
largest 
earning. 
Non-metal manufacturing 
drops off distinctly, but does not 
reach as low a level as power m a­ 
chinery

Instead, he took back the money 
he paid for the license. 


Most of the cancellations come 
from young couples Older people, 
on the other hand, marry more often 
now than ever before. 
Old bachelors going romantic af­ 
ter fifty have doubled since the be­ 
ginning of the century. Brides be­ 
tween fifty-five and sixty have dou­ 
bled in the last ten years. 
Here are the figures: 
Bridegrooms over fifty-five—1013, 
6,276: 1931 (estimated) 10,349. 
Brides over fifty-five—1913, 2,611: 
1931. 4,690. 
Among the bridegrooms last year 
were ninety four bachelors over sev- 
jenty years of age and three were 
over eighty. 
Among the happy brides last year 
were 354 over seventy years of a g e - 
all widows. 
No bride, however, confessed to 
more than eighty summers, which 
presumably established the limit to 
woman s romantic age.

I have not until recently believed 
that another attempt would be made 
to put a radical “farm relief” plan 
through congress this winter. 
However, about the time I reach­ 
ed this conclusion, the American 
Farm Bureau federation le t it be 
known that they would once more 
i introduce the so-called McNary- 
! Haugen plan, with its “equalization 
fee”, and push it as an amendmen; 
to the Marketing Act. 
This means, very likely, that the 
national grange will also bring for­ 
ward its plan, known as the “export 
debenture”. Altogether, it promises 
to add one more fracas to what looks 
like an exciting and exhausting ses­ 
sion of congress. 


From 1923 to 1928 the farm bu­ 
reau was pushing the McNary-Hau- 
gen plan. Failing five times to get 
the measure enacted as law, the 
farm bureau desisted, and for two 
years aided the grange in trying to 
put over the export debenture, first 
as a part of the Marketing Act in 
1929., and then as an amendment to 
the tariff bill in 1930. 
Now we are, to all intents and 
purposes, back where we started. 


Everything Must Be Sold 


The equalization fee, in a nut­ 
shell, is a device for making all pro­ 
ducers of a given crop, particularly 
wheat, contribute their share in dis­ 
posing of the exportable surplus. The 
idea is to impose an excise tax, or 
fee, or insurance premium, or what­ 
ever you choose to call it, on every 
bushel of wheat that goes into trade 
channels. The money thus collected 
is used to pay the expenses, or Tosses, 
of selling the surplus out of the 
country. The part of the crop that 
remains here, being only what we 
normally eat ourselves, would rise in 
price to a point that would be the 
world price plus most of the 42- 
cent tariff. 
It is called “equalization” fee be­ 
cause it equalizes the loss on the 
exported wheat among all wheat 
producers, not merely 
on 
those 
whose 
actual 
wheat 
is 
shipped 
abroad, Everybody pays the fee, and 
everybody gets the benefit.

Report Oil Industry Seeking 
Curtis Provokes Discus­ 
sion In Washington

WASHINGTON, O ct 23 - A 
port that the American oil industry 
plans to draft Vice President Charles 
Curtis as its czar provoked consider­ 
able discussion today in Republican 
circles. 
While Curtis denied "having re­ 
ceived any offer,' his friends believ­ 
ed American oil producers have such 
plan in formation. 
It was said a 
decision would be reached at the 
American Petroleum Institute’s an­ 
nual meeting in November. 
The report created much interest 
here. If Curtis accepted such an of - 
fer, it would remove two adm inistra­ 
tion dilemmas. First, it would per­ 
mit President Hoover to choose his 
own running mate in 1932 without 
offending Curtis' friends. Second, it 
might result in the selection of Da­ 
vid A. Mulvaney of Kansas as the 
next Republican national chairman 
Seeks Senate Seat. 
With rumors prevailing that Cur­ 
tis would seek a seat in the senate 
next year instead of running as vice 
president on Hoover's ticket, there 
has been a decided coolness between 
the two men. 
The president, how­ 
ever, would be forced to accept Cur­ 
tis as his running mate, if the lat­ 
ter sought re-election, or else pro­ 
voke a direct split in his own party. 
Mulvaney, mentioned for the post 
of Republican national chairman 
has been handicapped by the Hoo­ 
ver-Curtis coolness 
The president's 
friends have opposed Mulvaney s se­ 
lection. With Curtis out of political 
life .this opposition would be elim­ 
inated, and the western demand for 
a western chairman might result in 
Mulvanev’s selection.

Often Found By Expert And Given Direction

Suppose 
I were your psychologist and you 
were to bring your child to me for 
an intelligence test. I could rate him 
<m one or several scales. I could say 
to you, “Your child rates a mental 
age of 12 years 3 months cm the 
'Stanford Binet Scale/ for instance- 


No, it is not wise to expect him 
to be any brighter for his age at 
fifteen than he is now. You will be 
happier and he will be happier if 
you do not build up unreasonable 
hopes. Do all you can to help him 
develop freely and naturally and to 
make him live as comfortably as is 
reasonably possible. Then if, as in 
or that he rates as good as the upper one chance out of ten thousand, he 
10 oer cent of the army on the Alpha ! should surprise you and suddenly 
group test. I should know that his 
actual intelligence may be a little 
higher or 
a 
little 
lower 
than 
the rating indicated. Nevertheless, 
I almost surely would have more in­ 
formation regarding 
your child’s 
mental capacity, his abilitw to learn, 
which I acquired within an hour 
with the aid of this intelligence test 
than your teacher had arrived at 
after several months, and more, no 
doubt, than you had gathered in the 
child’s lifetime. No trained psychol­ 
ogist claims absolute accuracy for 
any measures of intelligence. 
Manifestly a group test is, as a 
rule, less accurate than an individual 
test. High grade school systems are, 
therefore, spending more money on 
trained clinical 
psychologists, 
to 
give individual tests to as many chil­ 
dren as possible, particularly young 
children. If you have a psychologist 
in your school system and find in 
your child some learning difficulties, 
or suspect that he is very bright or 
very dull, get in touch with that 
psychologist. 
* * * 
The school psychologist has been 
able to help the very bright child 
early. Often he finds superior minds 
not discovered by the teacher. These 
children, under proper guidance, can 
be so directed as to escape the bore­ 
dom of average or slow school work. 
Moreover, the psychologist has help­ 
ed parents and teachers to take a 
more humane and sensible attitude 
toward the child of markedly low in­ 
telligence. We little know how many 
children who otherwise would have 
been dubbed as devilish or lazy, pun­ 
ished shamefully for school failures, 
have, through the aid of intelligence 
tests, been s4ved from such tortures.

Twice rejected 
by his own party, bè was nomfiiated 
in 1884, only to go down in history 
as the first Republican aspirant to 
taste defeat since the days of Buch­ 
anan. 
If ever fate consptted to cheat 
an able man of his highest ambi­ 
tion, that man was the man from 
Maine, Speaker of the House in the 
41st, 42nd 
and 
43rd 
Congresses. 
Clay was eclipsed by Jackson: Can­ 
non by T. *R. and Clark iost the 
friendship of Bryan as they sought 
thfe presidency from the rostrum in 
-the House, but “the plumed knight” 
was defeated in his quest more by 
àhe elements of luck than the per­ 
sonal venom of Roscoe Conklin or 
he assaults of Horace Greeley. His- 
«tory records this. 
! The scandal of the “Credit Mo­ 
bilier’ drove Schuyler Coif ax. Speak­ 
er and Vice-president in Granin’s 
first term, from public life, and left 
Ais mark on many members of Con­ 
gress, pointing a linger of suspicion 
at Blaine as well, but Blaine talked 
himself above tWs obstacle, only to 
confront unseen and greater bar­ 
riers. 
Greeley also itched for the seat

It took the nomination of 
1876 from Blaine at the Cincinnati 
convention, and gave it to Gov. Ru­ 
therford B. Hayes^ of Ohio. 
IngersoU delivered his renowned 
“plumed knight” speech at thelcon- 
ventlon, but Blaine was a defeated 
aspirant when the gavel fell upon 
that meeting. On the Sunday pre­ 
ceding. Blaine walked to church in 
a hot Washington sun. 
and was 
stricken at the door of 
edifice 
The c<mvention opened on Wednes­ 
day, when the telegraph was flash­ 
ing unfounded reports of 
death. 
Blaine attempted to rally his friends 
from his sickbed in the capital 
He received 285 votes on the first 
ballot while 61 were cast for Hayes, 
but the latter climbed lo victory 
with 384 votes against 351 for Blaine. 
Hayes eniared the White House over 
Samuel Tilden in an election finally 
decided by a “commission.”

Four years later Blaine had served 
iâ the Senate and as secretary of 
state. G rant altowed Conkling to 
present his name to the Republican 
convention for a third time.

Cleveland of Buffalo, who reached 
the White House through the sher­ 
iff’s office. Cleveland conducted a 
front porch campaign, but Blaine 
engaged in a six week tour, address­ 
ing more than 4(K) assemWies, end­ 
ing in October at New York City 
v/here a thousand cierg:^en, Pro­ 
testants, Jews, Catholics, Quakers 
welcomed him. 
It w’as here the Rev. Samuel Bur- 
chard, an aged preacher, In his en- 
thu^asm delivered his “Rum, Ro­ 
manism and Rebellion,” oration. In­ 
stantly the phrase was attributed to 
Blaine. He attempted to correct it, 
but the Irish of New York stamped­ 
ed although Blaine’s mother m*as a 
CathoMe, and the Buffalo sheriff 
CJUT^d the iknpire state and was 
elected by a majority of 37 electoral 
votes, the strength of New York 
state. 
Four years later attempts were 
made to have Blaine’s name 
pre­ 
sented again to the ccmvention of 
the G. O. P., but he had become 
convinced by that time that his 
w’agon was hitched to an ill-fated 
star, and refused it, accepting in­ 
stead the state department portfolio 
from Benjamin Harrison.

LONDON, Oct. 23.—Bootlegging in 
the United States results in the cor­ 
ruption of police and law courts, 
but that is no reason for doing away 
with prohibition, George Bernard 
Shaw told the World Prohibit on 
Federation Thursday. 
He attacked tipplers who utilize 
the glass to obtain jollity or courage, 
saying he should feel ashamed if he 
had to resort to such measures. And 
he accused Gilbert Chesterton of be­ 
ing 
a “secret teetotaler” because 
Chesterton “is so very loud” in sing­ 
ing the praises of wine. 
The direct results of prohibition in 
the United States have been “emi­ 
nently successful in every way,” 
Shaw said, “but some of the indirect 
results are very curious.” 
“There’s an industry called boot­ 
legging in America, and its profits 
are so large that the people who 
conduct it have immense sums for 
the corruption of justice. 
“That is a very serious result, 
but it is not a reason for going back 
on prohibition. Rather it is a rea­ 
son for the reorganization of law 
and order.” 
In Soviet Russia, he said, the boot­ 
legger or gangster would last about 
ten minutes. 
The way to cure drunkenness, B. 
B. S. continued, is to “make the 
common man not want to drink.” 
“What we ought to teàch people is 
not that drink does harm or good or 
gives them courage or makes them 
jolly, but that it is in the last degree 
disgraceful that a man must have a 
drink to screw up his courage or to 
become jolly,” he continues.

ashamed to have to drink whiskv if 
I wanted to feel jolly. I believe that 
to make people asfiamed of drinking 
is the right way to abstinence.”

A spirit of kindliness, rather than 
a spirit of profit animates Massa­ 
chusetts families in general in car­ 
ing for the states 7,000 homeless 
boys and girls, Miss Keneran says. 
The 
large 
number 
of 
women 
throughout the Bay State, who open 
up their homes to children deprived 
of the usual family care, do it for 
love and not for the mere mite re­ 
ceived. The child older than a baby 
costs the state $3.50 a week, and 
the baby costs $4. 
In one instance, a woman, weal­ 
thy and prominent, cared for twen­ 
ty-three children. But this was not 
a record, for in some cases the 
number has been more. As soon as 


one adopted group grew up, another 
was taken, and so on. 
G reat care is taken by the de­ 
partm ent in the placing of chil­ 
dren. Babies and the older children 
are placed in the hands of families 
that have taken wards for years. 
There are many women in the 
city limits who do nothing but care 
for babies. 
When the child grows 
up it is transferred to an outlying 
section where it can romp about 
and play. 
A large number of mothers adopt 
children even though 
they 
have 
children of their own, Miss Keneran 
explains further. 
When their sons 
and daughters have grown up and 
are at school and college, they long 
for children playing bout the house. 
The majority of the state wards 
cannot be adopted legally in many ( 
instances because parents of the 
children m aintain an interest in j 


them although they have no means 
of supporting them. 
A large issue facing the state 
has been the payment of tuition 
and transportation to 
and 
lrom 
schools of those wards in outlying 
cities and towas. This reaches about 
$200,000 annually.
